replacement ink infonnation, fhe emulator comprising: 

an electrical signal source separate from and not coupled to fhe replaceable ink 
container for storing and i exchaneing the replacement ink information with the controller^ 
wherean the electriciJ signal source is a signal-providing circuit that cnaiblcs the orintinR 
svatem to op erate whenever fhe replaceable ink container is fluidicallv coupled to the printing 
s3rsteEn;and 

a flexible cable operatively coupled to fhe electrical signal source and configured to 
separably electrically connect to the controller. 

40. (Cuxrenfly Amended) The emulator of claim 39, wherein fhe replaceable ink 
container is a refilled ink container containing a -tlie r eplacement ink different from the initial 
ink and wherein fhe electrical signal source includes th_e_r eplacement ink infonnation the 
printing system interprets as an ink volume associated with fhe replacement ink. 

41. (Previously ;Presented) The emulator of claim 39, further comprising a replaceable 
ink reservoir containing the replacement ink, fhe replaceable ink reservoir remotely located 
from the electrical signal source.

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43, (Cunentiy Ajuended) A replacement source of signak for a printing system, the 
printing system having a receptacle for receiving a first ink supply, a controller v^ch 
exchanges first ink supply information witb a first memory device coupled to the first ink 
supply, and an izik supply inlet fluidically connected to a printfaead, the replacement source of 
signals compiising: 

an electrical signal source for exchanging rqplacement ink supply information about a 
replacement ink svqp]>1y with the cQntrolle r- the reolacement ink supply information 
exchanged with the tx>nt rQller in place of first ink supply information from the first memory 
device, wherein the electrical signal source is separate fiom and not coupled to the 
replacevnwt ink supply; and 

a cormector for separably electrically connecting the electrical signal source to the 
controller. 

44. (Cuirently Amended) The replacement source of signals of claim 43, wherein tib£ 
replacement ink sun^lv in fomiation exchanged bv flie electrical signal source includes 
roplQo e m e nt ink oupply i nformation regarding a volume of the replacement ink supply. 




45. (Cunentiy Amended) The replac^ent source of signals of claim 43, wherein the 
electrical sijgnal soui'ce contains a second m emory device whidi has a write portion which is 
adapted to be updated by the controller to provide an estimate of a volume of tfie replacement 
ink supply during usage of the replacement ink suppl y bv the printin g system. 

46. (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 43, fiirther 
comprising a flexible cable electrically connecting the connector and the electrical signal 
source. 

47. (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 43, further 
comprising a fluid outlet in fluid conomunication with the replacement ink supply. 

48. (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 47, wherein the 
fluid outlet is adapted to be received by the ink supply inlet. 
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49. (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 47, wherein the 
fluid outlet is remotely located from the ink supply inlet. 

50. (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 49, wherein the 
fluid outlet is fluidically connected to the ink siq>ply inlet via a flexible fluid cx>nduit 

51 . (Previously Presented) The replacement source of signals of claim 43, wherein the 
electrical signal source is remotely located fiom the replacement ink supply,
